The doctor. has advised me not 
to have her vaccinated against 
whooping cough and the other 
diseases.

A. The general rule is not to im- 
munize a child who is not well. 
A history of convulsions would 
suggest that the child is not com- 
pletely fit, and in such cases, pro- 
tective shots are not usually given 
unless there is some risk of infec- 
tion. Your physician is the only 
one in a position to decide when 
and if to withhold immunization. 


Q. For the past year or so I 
have noticed that my legs ache 
after I walk a block or two. 
Could this trouble (a doctor 
said it w~+ “independent klau- 
dication . get so bad that I 
would be unable to walk at all? 
A. The doctor must have said 
“intermittent claudication.” Gen- 
erally speaking, intermittent clau- 
dication (cramplike pains in the 
legs, especially the calves, brought 
on by walking and relieved by 
rest) seldom limits walking dis- 
tance to less than one-half block 
or so, provided the person walks 
slowly. Medical studies show that 
the condition does not often 
progress to complete disability.

Not even the fact that 1960 is 
Election Year, so that those of us 
seeking reelection must, under- 
standably, devote some effort to 
the June Primary, slows down the 
tempo of our interim committee 
activity. The echoes of the final 
gavels on our 1960 sessions scarce- 
ly died away in the legislative 
halls before new schedule of meet- 
ings were set up. It looks as 
though May will be a busy, as 
well as a merry month for many 
of us. 

In addition to the multitude of 
topics assigned to interim groups 
of both houses in 1959, they will 
have to study and report on a 
number of new and complicated 
matters referred to them by the 
1960 special session. Some of these 
new items were the subjects of 
bills which did not emerge suc- 
cessfully from committee hearings 
during the session. Some were 
subjects adopted on various mat- 
ters which do not have the force 
of law, but which do state our 
legislative concensus on such mat- 
ters. 

Though there was considerable 
agitation for its inclusion, the 
topic of water development was 
not put on the agenda for the spe- 
cial session, so statutory measures 
relating to it could not be intro- 
duced and acted upon. However, 
a number of resoluaions on water 
were introduced in both the Sen- 
ate and Assembly, and many of 
them were referred to interim 
groups for study. Their combined 
scope is broad enough to open the 
whole statewide water problem to 
re-investigation. The Assembly 
interim water committee is propos- 
ing a series of meetings through- 
out the state during the remain- 
der of the year, and has set the 
first in San Francisco early in 
May. 

Higher education will probably 
keep the education and fiscal com- 
mittee of both houses quite occu- 
pied for some time to come. An 
entire series of measures are up 
for review, including several rec- 
ommendations of the liaison com- 
mittee on the master plan for 
higher education. The matter of 
additional state support for 
local district junior colleges 
is one topic. State paid schol- 
arships for students at public 
colleges is another. Provisions for 
subsistence grants on top of basic 
scholarship amounts is a third sub- 
ject in this category.’ Special

scholarships for graduate students 
is still another. Attention will 
also be paid to the performing of 
extension and field services by 
state colleges. 


The Governor himself has given 
an important assignment to a 
couple of our interm committees. 
In the closing hours of the special 
session he transmitted to us re- 
ports by two different study 
groups on streamlining our state 
government, with the request that 
they be studied by our member- 
ship with an eye to action in the 
1961 session. He made no recom-

Words of appreciation for his efforts in behalf of his friends 
and neighbors during a period of a half century were spoken and 
written over the past weekend in honor of W. C. Bradford, of 
Terra Bella, who, as he put it, “sort of listened to my own obitu- 
ary,’ at dedication of Bradford Station, on the Friant Kern canal, 
a major unit in the expanding Terra Bella Irrigation district wa- 
ter system. 

State dignitaries, high water officials — but more important, 
many friends — paid tribute to Mr. Bradford, and well they 
might, for he has been growing oranges in the Terra Bella dis- 
trict since 1912, and through the years he has been one of those 
men that every community must have — a man of intelligence, 
“tact and ability who is willing to give time and effort for benefit 
of his community. 

While being active in general community affairs, Mr. Brad- 
ford's greatest contribution was in the field of water. Like other 
farmers in the early days of Terra Bella, he “scratched for water" 
that often wasn't there, but eventually the Terra Bella Irrigation 
district came into being; the district suffered some rough times, 
but in the later 30s, the Central Valley Project really began to 
shape up, to completely change the outlook for the district. 

In 1934, Mr. Bradford became a director of the Terra Bella 
Irrigation oa — and remember that back in those days the 
economic situation down on the farm was a little on the tough 
side. 

For 20 years, Mr. Bradford served as a director of the dis- 
trict, for much of that time as chairman of the board. Not only 
did he guide the district through the early days of its modern 
development, but he was one of those who laid the foundation 
for its present extensive expansion. 

Mr. Bradford also served as chairman of the Tulare County 
Irrigation Districts association, a group that he and the late Irvin 
H. Althouse organized, and out of which came the present Friant 
Water Users association. 

As a long-time member of the Irrigation Districts Associa- 
tion of California, he served this powerful, and important state- 
wide water group as a member of the executive committee, and 
chairman of the finance committee. He was one of those whose 
voice was heard and respected as California water policies and 
plans developed through the years. 

Mr. Bradford served for many years as clerk of the Terra 
Bella school board; he helped organize the Terra Bella Citrus as- 
sociation; he served as a director of the Tulare County Lemon 
and Grapefruit association and also as a director of the Tulare 
County Fruit Exchange. In addition, he has been active in fra- 
ternal order work. 

So we add our humble words to the many other words that 
have been spoken and written in compliment of Clarence Brad- 
ford. These words of praise that are now coming his way have 
been earned through his years of community work. He is richly 
entitled to them.

We Only 
Heard

FARMERS, AND other persons 
living outside the city of Porter- 
ville were asked, during the past 
week, to sign, and many did sign, 
a petition calling on the city of 
Porterville to reconsider its action 
in dropping the Cobb - Divizich 
parking lot. 

THE WORDING of the petition 
is such that there is little to argue 
about — virtually everyone agrees 
that off street parking is essen- 
tial in modern business, that the 
trend throughout the United 
States is toward more and more 
off street parking in cities, and 
that the city of Porterville could, 
by tieing up parking meter money 
for several years, purchase the 
Cobb-Divizich lot for' $50,000. 

AND NO one can argue against 
the fact that this lot is in an ad- 
vantageous location. 

BUT THERE are certain other 
things that were not mentioned 
in this petition that might be of 
interest to those of you who signed 
it. 

WITHOUT ATTEMPTING to 
tcil anyone what their property is 
worth, it might be of interest to 
know that while the asking price 
on this lot is $50,000, the city 
has an assessed value on the lot 
of $4,120, which, on a basis of 
prescribed assessment practices 
would put a sale value on the 
property of from $22,000 to $25,- 
000. 

AND IT was not mentioned that 
the city of Porterville, using 
parking meter funds which is es- 
sentially money that shoppers 
have put in Porterville parking 
meters, has just opened an im- 
proved, lighted, and permanent 
70-car parking lot on city-owned 
property at Olive and Second street 
that will serve much of the same 
area that the Cobb-Divizich lot has 
served. Cost to purchase and de- 
velop this city lot amounted to 
$253.20 per parking stall, which 
is less than half the cost to de- 
velop:a comparable parking stall 
on the Cobb-Divizich lot with a 
purchase price of $50,000. 

WITH THIS new city lot open; 
it might be well to consider the 
benefits that will be derived from 
continued operation of the Cobb- 
Divizich lot. Take a look your- 
self. It might well appear to you 
that a large percentage of benefit 
from the Cobb-Divizich lot will 
now go to a small group of busi- 
nesses — specifically Montgomery 
Ward, J. J. Newberry and Reisig 
Shoe store, all tenants of P. J. 
Divizich, who also owns half the 
Cobb-Divizich lot. And it would 
appear that certain benefits from 
this lot would go to the Bank of 
America, which has provided no 
off street parking on its own. 

OTHER STORES in the area 
would also benefit, to be sure, but 
look the situation over and see 
if you don’t agree that a large 
share of benefit from this lot, un- 
der the existing parking setup 
goes to these specific businesses. 

NOW YOU might consider that 
there is‘some logic in the propo- 
sition that these businesses, in 
their own interest, and in the in- 
terest of makng it easy for you 
people to shop in their stores, 
might well pick up the tab, or a 
proportionate share of the tab, on 
this lot.. 

AFTER ALL, there is nothing 
usual about this. While the city 
up to April 15 had provided, with 
your parking meter money, some- 
thing over 500 off street parking 
stalls within the incorporated 
limits of Porterville, private indi- 
viduals have provided twice that 
number with their own money. 

SOME OF us on the Porterville 
city council feel that your park-

selves drifting down stream with 
the outgoing tide.

We finally pulled 
up our anchors and headed for the 
dock — beaten by the river and

But there was little use in won- 
dering, for worth it or not, the 
next time that we have the chance 
we will be back challenging that 
windy northern river again.

changes affiliated with Sunkist 


Growers. 

The report pointed out that 
there are essentially two views 
which have been expressed widely 
in the San Joaquin valley. One 
is alarm at the tremendous in- 
crease in plantings in Central 
California and pessimism on the 
outcome. The other view pointed 
to the fact that, over the past ten 
years, the total market for Cali- 
fornia-Arizona navel oranges has 
increased from a level of 30,000 
cars to 35,000 cars annually. 

The committee made several 
definite recommendations. First, 
advertising and merchandising 
budgets should be increased before 
a surplus develops. Second, new 
merchandising aids should be tried 
in test markets to develop the best 
means of substantially increasing 
sales of fresh fruit and third, these 
markets should be saturated with 
additional supplies of navel or- 
anges to test these methods and 
the sales potential under simulat- 
ed surplus conditions. 

Projected estimates of the Study 
committee indicate that, by 1970, 
there could be a potential produc- 
tion of 40,000 carloads of navel 
oranges from Central California. 
This figure, added to the South- 
ern California harvest which is 
expected to continue at approxi- 
mately its present level, could re- 
sult in a total navel production 
of 53,000 cars annually. This, 
the committee pointed out, would 
be half again larger than any 
navel crop produced during ~the 
last 10 years. 

In a word of caution, the com- 
mittee advised citrus growers to 
carefully evaluate present produc- 
tion trends and market opportuni- 
ties before embarking on further 
planting programs. 

D. M. Anderson, director of 
marketing for Sunkist, ‘gave the 
report for the Special committee.
